The Government Statistician to The Honorable the Colonial 
Secretary. 
Sir, Sydney, 16 February, 1888. 

IT have the honor to submit a report on the Vital Statistics of the City 
and Suburbs of Sydney for the year 1887. The figures necessary for the complete 
understanding of the text are given as an appendix, while further tables, showing 
in detail the causes of all deaths and the ages of persons dying during the year, have 
been reserved for the general report upon the whole Colony, which is now in 
course of preparation. Sufficient information may, however, be found in the 
following pages to give a just idea of the vital statistics of the metropolitan dis- 
trict ; and it will be found that however much Sydney may fall short of being 
‘a perfect city as regards sanitation, its rate of mortality for the year 1887 
will compare advantageously with that of any other city of equal or greater 
population. 


POPULATION. 


The estimated population of the City and Suburbs of Sydney at the close 
of 1887 was 348,695. Of these, 181,140 were males and 167,555 females, showing 
a difference in favour of the males of 13,585. The number at the close of the 
previous year was 332,709; the increase during 1887 was therefore 15,986, or at 
the rate of 4°8 per cent. The average annual increase since 1870 has been at the 
rate of 5°82 per cent., the estimated population at the termination of each year 
being as follows :—

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The total population of the Colony at the end of the year 1887 was 1,042,919, 
and it would therefore appear that 33°43 per cent., or more than a third, of the 
inhabitants dwell within the metropolitan boundaries, a proportion which cannot 
but be looked upon as extraordinary. The tendency of population to accumulate 
in large towns is one of the most notable phenomena of modern civilization, and in 
no part of the world is this tendency more strongly marked than in this and the 
other Colonies of Australasia. At the close of 1887 the percentage of the 
inhabitants of the Colony residing within the metropolitan area showed a con- 


siderable increase over previous years, as will be seen below.

The aggregation of population in the chief city of the Colony can hardly be 
explained on the same grounds as govern the growth of the large European cities 
at the expense of the country districts ; there the increase in the urban population 
marks an advance in the lot of the ruder population, who naturally drift to the 
place where work is better paid, and employment more regular. Nor can it be 
explained as in America, by the fact that a large proportion of the arrivals from 
abroad remain in the chief cities. In this Colony the country population has 
probably larger opportunities of material advancement than the city population, 
and, although the arrivals from other lands do, to a considerable extent, remain in 
and around Sydney, their number, compared with the total population, has gradually 
fallen since 1861, while the absolute increase of non-Australian-born inhabitants 
of Sydney has only amounted to 26,650 persons in 20 years.

Whatever may be the cause of the very large increase in the metropolitan 
population, the matter has an immediate bearing upon the question of public 
health. An increase in the density of population over a confined area is usually 
accompanied by an increase in the amount of sickness, and in the average rate 
of mortality. Such increase of sickness and mortality cannot be checked unless 
sanitary measures keep pace with or exceed the growth of population; and the 
increase in suburban mortality is largely due to the want of sanitary precaution in 
most of the suburbs, while the very marked improvement in the health of the 
city can be ascribed in no slight degree to the abundant supply of water now 
obtainable, and the extension of the sewerage throughout the greater portion of 
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the city area. Thus, comparing the second with the first half of the period which 
has elapsed since 1870, the city rate has improved about 4°5 per thousand, 
representing a saving of 600 lives during each year, while the suburban rate has 
advanced nearly 4 per thousand, representing a loss of 800 lives during each year, 
as estimated on the population of 1887. 


The completion of the water supply works, by which a vast body of water is 
now available for all parts of the metropolitan district, may be considered one step 
towards a perfect sanitary system. But without sewerage there are drawbacks, 
even to an abundant supply of water. The waste from the houses must find an 
outlet, and the nearest and most expeditious means of disposing of the water will 
be to allow it to run down the ordinary open channels which border the streets, 
and so matter which would remain innocuous in a dry state becomes, through 
the combined action of water and heat, a fertile source of disease and death. 


London may be taken as a most conspicuous example of the improvement 
effected by a complete system of sewerage joined to an efficient water supply. 
Previous to 1871, when the main intercepting scheme was practically completed 
and came into operation, the death-rate averaged 24°4 per thousand, reaching 30:0 
per thousand in some years. Since the year named the maximum rate has 
not touched the mean of former years, while the mean has fallen nearly 3°0 
per thousand, representing an annual saving of 12,000 lives, and a proportionate 
increase in the length of life to the living. 


The population of the suburbs of Sydney tends to increase much more rapidly 
than that of the city. This is what can only naturally be expected. The limits 
of the expansion of the city are not great, and will soon be reached, whereas the 
suburbs have practically unlimited scope for further extension. The result is 
seen in the enormous growth of the suburbs, as compared with the city proper. 
Thus, in 1870 the populations of the two districts were, in the city, 75,493, and in 
the suburbs, 59,085; in 1877 the population of each was practically equal, while 
ten years later, at the close of 1887, the respective populations were—city, 132,846 ; 
suburbs, 215,849,—38'10 per cent. of the metropolitan population dwelling in the 
former, while 61:90 per cent. found a home in the latter. Taking each year since 
1870, the populations of the city and suburbs were :—

There does not appear to have been any increase in the number of persons 
living within the city boundaries during the year 1887. This is to be accounted 
for in a great measure by the fact that as years roll on an increased area of the city 
becomes devoted to business, especially in Bourke, Brisbane, and Macquarie 
Wards, and in consequence a large number of families are forced to move out into 
the suburbs. The numerous land sales that have taken place during the last few 
years have also had a tendency to draw people from the city, and increase the 
growth of the suburbs. 


The estimated population of the City and Suburbs of Sydney must be looked 
upon as only approximate, as no yearly census is taken by which the numbers can 
be accurately fixed. The population determined by the census of 1881 has been 
increased by the excess of births over deaths, and by the estimated number of 
persons arriving in the Colony who remained in the Metropolitan District. The 
result thus obtained is compared with the approximation derived from the number 
of electors on the roll, and in the case of the various suburban districts, with the 
rough enumeration of the inhabited houses in each municipality. It is possible 
that the suburban population has been somewhat under-stated, but the amount of 
such cannot materially affect any of the averages given in this report. As regards 
the city, the population has been taken as stationary during 1887, and it is probable 
the maximum limit of population has nearly been reached. Everywhere the ten- 
dency is visible to displace dwellings by warehouses, and a comparison of the 
numbers on the electoral roll during the past three years, would warrant the 
supposition that this is attended by a corresponding displacement of population. 
The number of electors on the rolls of the three city electorates for 1885-G6-7 was

The increase from 1886 to 1887 was only 30 electors, and it would appear that 
during 1887 the city has received not only no accession of population from outside 
its boundaries, but the natural increase by the excess of births over deaths has 
also been lost. This view of the tendency of the city population is confirmed by 


the decline in the number of births registered, which has been observable for some 
years. 
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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered in the metropolis during the year 1887 was 
13,415, consisting of 6,694 males and 6,721 femaies, bemg 286 in excess of the 
births for the previous year. The figures for the city and suburbs, taken separately, 
were as follows :—

On comparing these numbers with those of 1886 it will be found that while the 
suburbs show an increase of 343, the city total, on the other hand, is less by 57 than 
it was for the year before. In fact the city births show a slight decrease in each 
of the last three years, whereas the yearly increase in the suburbs has been most 
marked. 


The birth-rate per 1,000 of the estimated population at the middle of the year

Taking the city and suburbs as a whole, the birth-rate (89°37) was nearly the 
same as the average rate for the previous ten years, viz., 39°66 ; whereas the birth- 
rate of each, taken separately (city, 28°43, and suburbs, 46°37), discloses considerable 
disparity when compared with the average rates for the same period, viz. :—City, 
35°05 ; suburbs, 43°10. 


Although there were less births in the city than for some years past, there were 
considerably less deaths, so that the excess of births over deaths was greater than 
ever before. In the suburbs also the difference between the births and deaths was 
most marked, for while the former reached a higher total than for any previous 
year, the latter numbered less than in 1885 or 1886. The excess of births over 
deaths during 1887 was—City, 1,835; suburbs, 6,022; total metropolis, 7,857. 


There were 109 cases of twins during the year, viz. :—25 in the city, and 84 in 
the suburbs.

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The illegitimate births registered in the city and suburbs have been steadily 
increasing for many years, not only in number, but also in proportion to the 
total births. The year 1887 was, however, an exception to the general rule, and, 
compared with 1886, shows a decrease of 32 in the number of such births. Out 
of a total of 13,415 births for the year, 873, or 6°51 per cent., were illegitimate. 
By far the larger number of these took place in the city, as may be seen from 


the record given below.

A large proportion of the illegitimate births of the city occur in the Benevolent 
Asylum, and during the past year, out of 247 births in that institution, only 54 
were legitimate. In the table giving the percentage of children born out of wed- 
lock, which will be found in the Appendix, it would appear that the suburban rate 
is mach lighter than that of the city. A comparison, however, between the two 
portions of the Metropolitan District is manifestly unfair towards the city, 
inasmuch as it is quite feasible to suppose that no small proportion of the cases 
which are received in the lying-in hospital at the Benevolent Asylum, are of 
women who may ordinarily reside out of Sydney. In fact, looking at the total 
cases independently of those in the Asylum, there is reason to believe that many 
expectant mothers living in the suburbs, and also in the country districts, tem- 
porarily leave their homes and repair to the city, not so much for the sake of the 
attendance there available, as with a view of greater secrecy. 
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DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in Sydney and Suburbs during the year 1887 numbered 
5,558, of which 3,072 were males and 2,486 females, the excess of the former 
over the latter being 586. Adding this to 27, the number by which the female 
exceeded the male births, we find that there is a surplus on the year of 613 in 
favour of the females. 


The number of deaths in the city was 1,942, viz., 1,100 of males and 842 of 
females. This is 282 less than in 1886, and 431 below the average of the previous 
ten years. On reference to the figures for a series of years which are shown in 
the appendix, it will be found that there have not been so few deaths within the 
city in any year since 1873. 


The number in the suburbs amounted to a total of 3,616, viz., 1,972 of males 
and 1,644 of females, being 429 less than in 1886, and 1,076 above the average 
of the decade. Keeping in view, however, the rapid growth of the suburbs, the 
death-rate per 1,000 of the estimated population was higher from 1882 to 1886 
than in the year under consideration.

By comparison it will be found that both the city and suburban rates fall short 
of the average of the previous ten years, the former by 7°62, and the latter by 
119. The average rate for the metropolis during the ten years 1877-86 was 
20°32, or 4°01 higher that that of last year. 


The general healthiness of the year is evidenced by the decline in the number 
of deaths in both city and suburbs, especially in the former, for, as before stated, 
the death-roll has not been so small for fourteen years. The decline in the 
suburban rate is also satisfactory, although not so striking. The foregoing figures 
show that the mortality in the suburbs was 2:78 per 1,000 of population more 
than in the city—a state of things considerably at variance with the accepted 


notions as to the salubrity of the suburban districts. 


The suburbs of Sydney have received from nature all that is needed to 
form the most healthy resorts of man. It will be seen from subsequent figures 
that some districts still retain their original healthiness, but others give every 
evidence of the neglect of the ordinary precautions which are imperatively 
demanded when human beings are thickly congregated. Taking the suburbs as a 
whole, it is satisfactory to note the decline of 3°64 per 1,000 in the death-rate 
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from that of the previous year, representing, as 1f does, a saving of 744 lives ; 
but even the reduced rate for 1887 is higher than the healthy environment of 


these districts would warrant. 


In the suburbs the death-rate was highest in the east and west central 
districts—Redfern, Waterloo, Newtown, Macdonaldtown, &c. North Shore 
appears most favourably, even more so than the city itself. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that in the districts first mentioned the birth-rate was remark- 
ably high, and, as a natural consequence, the mortality of infants helped largely 
to swell the total deaths. Reference to the following table will show at a 
glance how much higher the birth-rate was in each of the suburbs than in 
Sydney. For purposes of comparison, the municipalities have been grouped 
in districts, and the population and rates of births and deaths have been given 
for these districts as a whole. It would have been better, if such were possible, 
to have dealt with each municipality separately. The population of every munici- 
pality is, however, not accurately known, and an error of a few hundred in the 
estimated population, while it would not affect to any appreciable degree the rates 
for the whole district, would materially throw out the rate of any individual 
suburb in which it occurred.

The greatest number of deaths in the city (891, or 45°88 per cent. of the total) 
was from diseases of the local class. Inflammation of the brain contributed 38 
fatal cases, apoplexy, 53 ; convulsions, 91; heart disease, 136; bronchitis, 78; 
pneumonia, 72 ; and enteritis, 59. Next follows the constitutional class, 19°88. 
per cent., in which the most prominent were,—phthisis, 221; tabes mesenterica, 
43; and cancer, 52. The proportion of specific febrile, or zymotic diseases was 
only 12°20 per cent.,—measles, 11; scarlet fever, 11; whooping-cough, 16; diphtheria, 
15 ; typhoid fever, 46 ; diarrhea, 83 ; syphilis, 23, &e. These figures compare 
very favourably with the 1886 record ;_ the falling off in the numbers of deaths 


from scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and diarrhea being the most noticeable. Of 


deaths from developmental diseases (5°51 per cent.), 61 were from premature 


birth, 22 from malformations, and 24 from old age. 
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In the suburbs also local diseases claim the largest number of victims, 1,693, or 
46°83 per cent. of the aggregate, having succumbed to diseases in this class ; the 
primary were,—inflammation of the brain, 99 ; apoplexy, 78; convulsions, 159; 
heart disease, 207; bronchitis, 132 ; pneumonia, 124, and enteritis, 219. The 
proportion of deaths from specific febrile, or zymotic diseases was 17°14 per cent., 
and included 13 from small-pox, 33 from measles, 32 from scarlet fever, 26 from 
whooping-cough, 49 from diphtheria, 152 from typhoid, enteric fever, 245 from 
diarrhoea, &e. Of constitutional diseases (15°82 per cent.), the fatal cases were,— 
289 from phthisis, 79 from tabes mesenterica, 87 from cancer, 53 from hydro- 
cephalus, &c. Developmental diseases give 6:03 per cent.,—premature birth, 
107 ; malformations, 24; and old age, 87. 


The 13 deaths from small-pox mentioned above took place at the Quarantine 
Station, North Head ; three of the victims were under 5 years of age, and all 
were from the passengers and crew of the steamer “ Preussen,’ which was 
quarantined here some weeks. 


Comparison of the suburban death-rolls for 1886 and 1887 shows that there 
were fewer deaths from each class of disease in the latter year than in the former. 
The greatest difference is to be found in the zymotic class, and although in 1887 
the fatal cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and diarrhcea were some- 
what numerous, the deaths from each of these diseases, with the exception of the 
first named, fell short of the numbers registered in 1886. 


It may be accepted as a general law that deaths from zymotic or febrile diseases 
are preventable; and such diseases, with a perfect sanitary system, would scarcely 
exist. From the ordinary miasmatic diseases, to which children are mostly 
subject, deaths in 1887 have been fewer than during each of the three previous 
years. Measles were, however, epidemic, but not to a large extent, during the last 
quarter of the year, and diphtheria was somewhat prevalent throughout the year, 
as was also scarlet fever. Typhoid fever and diarrhoea were very prevalent, 
especially during the warm months. The greater number of these preventable 
deaths occurred in the suburbs; and as the natural advantages for maintaining 
health are clearly greater in the suburbs than in the city, the greater loss of life 
in the former from zymotic or fever diseases may be due to the absence of efficient 


sewerage and water supply, similar to that which the city possesses. 


Children of tender years have for the most part fallen victims to zymotic 
diseases, though the-deaths of adults and others over 5 years of age have been 
also numerous. During 1887 the deaths from diseases of this class amounted to 
857. Of these, diarrhea claimed the largest number of victims—83 died in the 
city, of whom 75 were under and 8 above 5 years of age; while 245—of whom 
230 were under and 15 above 5 years of age—died in the suburbs; the total 
deaths numbering 328. The deaths from typhoid were not as frequent during 
1887 as in the previous year, still they were sufficiently numerous to form a grave 
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cause of alarm. The deaths numbered 198, or 101 less than in the previous year. 
Of the number dying from this cause, 46 were residents of the city and 152 of the 
suburbs. The loss of life occasioned by typhoid during the last thirteen years has

There were 66 deaths of child-bearing women during the year, viz., 28 in the 
city and 38 in the suburbs, or 1 death of a mother to every 203 births registered. 


The city presents a slightly heavier record of violent deaths than the suburbs, 
with a total of 168, as against 146. The city cases consisted of 104 accidents 
(fractures and contusions 65, tetanus 1, burns 8, scalds 2, sunstroke 3, poison 3, 
drowning 15, suffocation 4, and otherwise 3); homicide, 12 Gnurder 10, and man- 
slaughter 2); suicide, 19 (by shooting 3, by cutting throat 1, by poison 10, by 
drowning 1, and by hanging 4); execution—judicial hanging, 4; and violent 
deaths, not classed, 29 (found drowned 22, and other violent deaths, open verdicts, 
7). In the suburbs there were 105 accidents (fractures, &c., 42, tetanus 4, burns 
10, scalds 5, sunstroke 1, poison 7, bite of snake 1, drowning 24, suffocation 9, 
and otherwise 2); homicide—murder, 6; suicide, 29 (by shooting 8, by cuts 6, by 
poison 8, by drowning 2, and by hanging 10); and violent deaths not classed— 
found drowned, 6.

In the city, therefore, the number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age was 39°65 per cent. of the total, or considerably less than half; whereas in 
the suburbs the infantile mortality was 51:27 per cent., or more than half the 
total deaths. The superiority of the city over the suburbs is, however, not so 
great as would appear from the bare statement just given. Two important 
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elements must be taken into consideration besides the actual number of deaths. 
These are the high birth-rate of the suburbs compared with the city, and the larger 
proportion of very young children who reside therein. When allowance is made 
on this score the comparison for 1887, though still adverse to the suburbs, is not 
so unfavourable as would at first sight appear. For many years past the rate at 
which children of tender years have been stricken down in the suburbs has formed 
a pathetic commentary on the absence of sanitary precautions; but 1887, though 
still manifesting a rate far higher than is natural, was yet better than any year 
since 1873. The following table shows the deaths of children under 5 years com- 
pared with the total living during each of the past five years, from which the 
satisfactory rate for 1887, in comparison with the other years, will be at once 
manifest.

There were 1,892 deaths of children under the age of 1 year, viz.,573 in the 
city, and 1,319 in the suburbs. The latter number is much below the figures for 
1885 and 1886, and the city record is the lowest for ten years past. Comparing 
the numbers, however, with the total births, the suburbs appear the more favour- 
ably of the two, the deaths of children under 1 year of age per 1,000 births being 
151°7 in the city, and 136°8 in the suburbs. The city rate is not only far below 
the average of the last seventeen years (178'1), but is less than in any of those 
years. The suburban rate also falls short of the average (154°6), and was exceeded 


in every other year since 1873.

In the city the deaths in public institutions show a considerable falling off, 
while the number in the suburbs is slightly in advance of the 1886 figures. The 
following are the numbers of deaths, and the institutions at which they took place:— 
In Sydney Hospital, 251; St. Vincent’s Hospital, 55 ; Sydney Gaol, 16 ; Lunatic 
Reception House, 5; and Benevolent Asylum, 86. Total for the city, 413. At 
Callan Park Asylum, Leichhardt, 55; Children’s Hospital, Glebe, 24; Prince 
Alfred Hospital, Camperdown, 203 ; Little Bay Hospital, Waterloo, 150; Infants’ 
Home, Ashfield, 33; and Quarantine Station, North Head, 13. Total for the 
suburbs, 478. 


RAINFALL. 


The total rainfall last year, as recorded at the Sydney Observatory, was slightly 
over 60 inches, which is 10} inches above the average of the preceding twenty-eight 
years. The rainfall for the five years prior to 1887 was as follows :—1882, 427 
inches ; 1883, 47 inches ; 1884, 44 inches; 1885, 40 inches ; and 1886, 393 inches. 
There was a greater amount of rain during 1887 than in any year since 1879. 
Viewed in another light, and compared with the rainfall of some years past, it was 
more distributed over the different months of the year, and was therefore more 
beneficial to health and vegetation. The year 1885, with 40 inches, was very dry, 
for 23? inches fell during two months (June and July), and only 16} during the 
other ten. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages celebrated in the metropolis during the year 1887 
was 3,513, which gives a ratio of 10°31 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
This total is less by 256 than the number registered in 1886. Marriages in the 
city numbered 1,931, or at the rate of 14°53 to estimated population. The 
number in the suburbs amounted to 1,582, which gives a rate of 7°61 per 1,000. 
The figures for 1886 were,—in the city, 2,164; and in the suburbs, 1,605—showing 
a decrease in 1887 of 233 and 28 respectively. The average rates for the previous 
ten years were,—city, 16°50 ; and suburbs, 7°59—so that the suburban rate is about 
equal to the average, while the city rate shows a decline of nearly 2 per 1,000.

The above ratios are of marriages to estimated population ; the ratios of persons 
married would of course be double in each case. It will be seen that the city 
rate is far in advance of the suburban, a state of things which has always existed. 
As it is a generally accepted fact that an increase in the marriage rate is a sign 
of prosperity to a,country, and comparative cheapness of living, the decrease in 
1887 may have been due to the commercial depression which undoubtedly pre- 


vailed. The numbers of marriages during the different quarters of the year were

From the tables which distinguish the number of marriages celebrated by the 
various denominations and by the registrars, it will be found that the Church of 
England stands first with 1,462, then follow: Roman Catholic, 509 ; Congrega- 
tional, 487 ; Presbyterian, 349 ; Wesleyan, 238 ; Primitive Methodist, 70; Baptist, 
57; Hebrew, 26; other denominations, 32; and Registrars, 283. Of the total 
number, therefore, the Church of England solemnized 41°62 per cent.; Roman 
Catholic, 14.49; Congregational, 13°86; Presbyterian, 9°93; Wesleyan, 6°77 
Primitive Methodist, 1:99 ; Baptist, 1:62 ; Hebrew, 0°74; and Registrars, 8°05. 


Of the bridegrooms, 50, or 1°42 per cent., and of the brides, 99, or 2°82 per 
cent., were unable to write their names in the register; this gives a mean of 2:12 
per cent. The proportion of persons signing the marriage register with marks has 
steadily declined for many years, having fallen from 13°50 per cent. in 1871 to 
2:12 per cent. during the past year. The progress thus exhibited is very great, 
and shows that the residuum of population unreached by the educational system 
of the Colony is rapidly disappearing.
